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To  the  Keynsham  Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1905,  dealing  with  the  sanitary  history  of  your  district 
during  that  period. 

Character,  Configuration,  Geology,  and  Oc- 
cupation.— The  description  of  these  matters  given  in  the  1894 
Report  may  be  taken  as  practically  applicable  to  the  year  now 
under  consideration.  New  houses  are  constantly  in  course  of 
erection,  chiefly  in  the  parishes  of  Brislington  and  Keynsham, 
although  some  are  from  time  to  time  being  erected  in  the  more 
rural  parishes,  particularly  in  Saltford  and  Whitchurch.  The 
general  character  of  the  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  has 
practically  undergone  no  change. 

Sewerage  and  Excrement  Disposal. 

Brislington. — The  sewerage  system  has  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily  ; flushing  has  been  regularly  carried  out,  and  the 
syphons  under  the  brook  have  been  cleansed  from  time  to  time. 
Some  small  extensions  of  sewers  have  been  made  by  private 
owners  under  supervision  of  your  Surveyor. 

Keynsham. — The  whole  of  the  system  so  far  laid  has  worked 
well  and  caused  no  trouble.  Your  Council  has  decided  to  remove 
a large  amount  of  sewage  which  now  enters  the  Chew  at  Dragon’s 
Hill  and  carry  it  away  in  a properly-constructed  sewer.  Tenders 
have  been  sent  in,  and  the  work  will,  I hope,  be  carried  out  in 
1906. 

Saltford. — No  complaint  of  or  trouble  from  the  sewers  here 
existing  has  arisen  during  the  past  year. 

Whitchurch. — The  dry  privy  system  in  use  in  this  village 
has  worked  satisfactorily,  and  no  complaint  has  arisen.  Whether, 
as  building  here  progresses,  the  present  system  will  be  found  to 
meet  requirements  is  doubtful. 
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Newton-St.-Loe. — -The  sewers  laid  in  this  village  in  1903 
have  worked  satisfactorily,  and  no  complaint  has  arisen. 

Priston. — Complaints  were  received  early  in  the  year  of  a 
nuisance  caused  by  sewage  entering  a ditch  by  the  roadside.  The 
sewage  was  removed  and  carried  elsewhere  and  the  nuisance 
satisfactorilv  dealt  with.  The  drainage  of  two  farmyards  in  the 
same  village  which  ran  over  the  public  road  was  also  satisfactorily 
disposed  of. 

Improvement  in  the  matter  of  excrement  disposal  in  the 
smaller  villages  and  more  rural  parts  is  of  slow  growth.  Efforts 
to  replace  cesspit  privies  by  other  and  better  arrangements,  such 
as  dry  privies,  are  continued,  and  during  the  past  twelve  months 
12  dry  privies  and  8 W.C.’s  have  been  constructed. 

House  Drainage. — Plans  for  the  drainage  of  all  new 
buildings  have  to  be  passed  by  your  Surveyor  or  Inspector  before 
the  drains  are  constructed.  In  the  more  urban  parts  of  Keynsham 
and  Brislington  47  drains  have  been  inspected  and  connected  with 
the  sewers,  and  56  W.C.’s  provided  in  connection  with  new  build- 
ings. In  four  cases  the  drains  of  new  houses  situated  quite  away 
from  sewers  have  had  to  be  connected  to  cesspits.  In  the  rural 
parts  30  drains  have  been  repaired  or  cleansed,  25  relaid  with 
pipes,  40  trapped  or  ventilated,  20  new  pipe  drains  have  been  laid  ; 
and  3 new  W.C.’s  provided. 

Scavenging. — Periodical  removal  of  refuse, under  contract, 
has  been  continued  in  Brislington  and  Keynsham  during  the  past 
year  ; street  watering  is  also  carried  out  here  during  the  summer. 

No  change  in  the  method  of  disposal  of  refuse  matter  from 
that  of  previous  years  has  taken  place  in  the  rest  of  the  district. 

Water  Supply. — During  the  year  o*  new  and  50  old  houses 
have  been  supplied  with  Company’s  water  ; and  I have  analysed 
5 samples  of  water,  one  of  which  was  contaminated  with  sewage, 
3 with  surface  water,  and  one  was  good.  Steps  were  taken  to 
deal  with  the  conditions  found. 

Chewton  Keynsham. — The  West  Glo’ster  Company’s  supply 
carried  to  this  village  last  year  has  been  of  great  benefit. 

Keynsham. — In  1904  there  was  great  complaint  that  the 
West  Glo’ster  Water  Company  cut  off  the  water  for  long  periods 
without  notice  and  that  the  water  was  thick.  I am  not  aware  that 
any  cause  for  similar  complaint  has  arisen  this  year. 


* This  fig-ure  does  not  represent  the  whole  number  of  new  houses  in  the  district  supplied  this 
year  with  Company’s  water,  but  only  those  in  the  portion  of  the  district  to  which  the  building'  bye- 
laws do  not  apply  ; where  the  bye-laws  are  in  force  water  mains  exist  and  all  new  houses  have 
Company’s  water. 


The  water  supplies  at  Keynsham,  Brisling-ton,  Corston, 
Northstoke,  Whitchurch,  Newton-St.-Loe,  Saltford,  Priston,  and 
Burnett,  so  far  as  they  are  public,  continue  satisfactory.

Statistics. — Area  of  District,  21,406  acres.

Population  (estimated  to  middle  of  1905),  8,725. 

Inhabited  houses  (census  1901),  1,778. 

Average  number  of  persons  per  house,  4*6. 

The  Deaths  (from  all  causes)  registered  during  the  year  were 
134,  compared'  with  134  in  1904,  81  in  1903,  128  in  1902, 

114  m 1901,  120  in  1900,  120  in  1899,  122  in  1898,  1 1 7 in  1897, 

144  in  1896,  132  in  1895,  85  1894,  and  119  in  1893. 

These  134  deaths  among  the  estimated  population  (8725)  give 
a Death  Rate  of  15  ‘36  per  1000  for  the  year.  Three  deaths  of  non- 
residents were  registered  in  your  district,  and  excluding  these  the 
deaths  among  your  own  population  are  131,  and  the  Death  Rate  for 
your  own  population  is  15*01.  This  rate  was  15*32  in  1904,  9.05  in 
I9°3)  t3'78  m 1902,  13*01  in  1901,  14*58  in  1900,  14*37  *n  1899, 
14*83  in  1898,  14*34  in  1897,  18*09  1896,  16*61  in  1895,  11*5  in 

1894,  16*19  ^93,  16*39  m j892,  and  17*82  in  1891. 

The  Death  Rate  (including  non-residents)  of  15*36  is  very 
slightly  below  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years,  viz.  : — 
15*44  and  is  slightly  above  the  figure  for  Rural  England  and 
Wales,  viz.  : — 14*9. 

The  following  table  gives  the  average  number  of  deaths  from 
various  classes  of  disease  for  the  ten  years  1895  to  1905  inclusive  ; 
also  the  average  number  of  persons  dying,  at  certain  age  periods, 
during  the  same  ten  years.  Beneath  these  averages  are  placed  the 
actual  numbers  dying  from  the  same  causes,  and  at  the  same  age 
periods,  during  1905  : —

From  the  first  half  of  the  above  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
only  class  in  which  the  deaths  are  below  the  average  is  that  from 
diseases  of  the  Lungs,  which  is  only  just  over  half  the  average 
number.  The  deaths  from  Phthisis,  which  for  some  years  showed 
a decline,  have  in  the  last  three  years  risen  above  the  average,  and 
the  number  of  deaths  (8)  in  1905  is  the  same  as  in  1904.  Deaths

trom  Heart  Disease  are  considerably  above  the  average  and  just 
double  the  deaths  in  1904.  The  deaths  from  Epidemic  Disease 
are  just  up  to  the  average.  The  principal  increase,  however,  is  in 
the  deaths  from  “all  other  causes,”  over  which  your  Council  has 
only  slight  control.  The  second  half  of  the  table  shows,  as  it 
must  when  the  total  number  dying  is  so  great,  an  excess  over  the 
average  at  all  age  periods,  but  specially  noticeable  under  one  year 
of  age,  this  excess  is  chiefly  due  to  16  deaths  from  premature  birth. 

The  Births  registered  during  1905  were  223,  as  compared 
with  249  in  1904,  222  in  1903,  221  in  1902,  173  in  1901,  191  in  1900, 
222  in  1899,  197  in  1898,  218  in  1897,  228  in  1896,  21 1 in  1895,  212 
in  1894,  and  208  in  1893.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  is  25*55 
per  1000  living.  This  rate  was  28*89  m I9°4,  26*09 'm  I9°3>  25*81 

in  1902,  20*85  in  1901,  25*32  in  1900,  29*54  m 1899,  26*32  in  1898, 

29*23  in  1897,  30*11  in  1896,  28*50  in  1895,  28’73  m 1894,  and  28*30 

in  1893.  The  average  Birth  Rate  for  the  ten  years,  1895  to  1904, 

is  27*06,  and  the  rate  for  1905  (25*55)  *s  thus  seen  to  be  below  the 
average  for  your  district,  as  well  as  below  the  Birth  Rate  for  Rural 
England  and  Wales,  viz.  : 26*3. 

Epidemic  Diseases  caused  7 deaths,  viz.  : — 2 from  Measles  ; 
3 from  Whooping  Cough  ; and  2 from  Diarrhoea.  These  deaths 
are  equivalent  to  an  Epidemic  Disease  Rate  of  0*80  per  1000  for  the 
year,  which  is  a low  rate,  and  no  death  has  occurred  from  any  of 
the  notifiable  diseases.  There  has  only  been  one  death  from  Enteric 
Fever  in  the  past  twelve  years  ; and  the  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  (2) 
are  exceptionally  few.  This  rate  for  Rural  England  and  Wales  is 
1 *09. 


Infant  Mortality. — 29  children  died  under  one  year  of  age, 
giving  a Rate  of  Infant  Mortality  of  130*04  per  1000  births.  This 
rate  was  116*46  in  1904,  63*06  in  1903,  85*97  in  1902,  104*46  in 
1901,  94*23  in  1900,  1 1 2 *6 1 in  1899,  76*14  in  1898,  91.74  in  1897, 
96*49  in  1896,  9478  in  1895,  70.75  in  1894,  and  91  *34  in  1893.  The 
average  rate  for  the  ten  years,  1895  to  1904  is  94*03,  so  that  the 
figure  for  1905  (130*04)  is  greatly  above  the  average  for  your 
district.  Practically  two-thirds  of  the  29  deaths  were  due  to  pre- 
mature birth  and  Diarrhoea.  The  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  for  your 
district  is  above  that  for  Rural  England  and  Wales,  viz.  : — 113 
per  1000  births. 

The  past  year  has  been  characterised  by  the  absence  of  marked 
changes  in  temperature,  of  a hot  summer  and  autumn,  and  by  the 
absence  of  excessive  rainfall,  and  appears  to  have  much  resembled 
1903,  when  the  total  deaths  were  only  81.  Yet  the  deaths  in  1905 
were  134,  the  same  number,  curiously,  as  in  1904,  when  the  summer 
was  hot  and  the  winter  cold  and  foggy. 

Appended  to  this  Report  are  the  Tables  I.,  III.,  IV.,  and  V., 
required  by  the  Local  Government  Board  ; Table  II.  is  not  applic- 
able to  the  district,  and  is  therefore  omitted. 
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This  Table  II.  gives  certain  information  as  to  areas  of  known 
population,  such  as  sub-registration  districts  for  births  and  deaths. 
In  your  district  there  is  only  one  registration  district  for  the  whole 
area.  Of  course  it  would  be  possible  to  give  the  information  for 
each  parish,  but  no  good  end  would  be  gained,  because  the  popu- 
lations would  be  so  small  (2,  3,  or  4 hundred  in  many  cases)  that 
any  rates  calculated  on  them  would  be  liable  to  such  great  fluctu- 
ations as  to  be  useless  statistically.  The  Table  is  really  meant  for 
large  districts  where  separate  areas  with  large  populations  (often 
20,  30,  or  more  thousand)  can  be  dealt  with,  and  where  the  figures 
being  large,  rates  calculated  on  them  are  not  liable  to  accidental 
variations.  The  whole  of  Keynsham  district  population  is  not  half 
or  one  third  that  of  the  big  town  sub-areas,  and  to  further  sub- 
divide statistically  would  be  useless  and  misleading. 

Table  I.  shows  the  estimated  Populations,  Birth  rates,  Death 
rates,  Infant  Mortality  rates,  Deaths  in  Public  Institutions,  Deaths 
of  non-residents,  and  other  information,  for  the  years  1895  to  1905. 
The  averages  of  above  rates,  & c.,  for  the  ten  years,  1895  to  1904, 
are  also  given. 

Table  III.  shows  the  number  and  character  of  cases  of  Infec- 
tious Diseases  notified  during  the  year,  and  the  number  of  such 
cases  removed  to  Hospital. 

Table  IV.  is  a Table  of  deaths  from  all  causes  (omitting  those 
of  non-residents),  classified  according  to  diseases  and  ages  at 
death. 

Table  V.  is  a Table  required  this  year  for  the  first  time  and 
deals  with  Infant  Mortality  under  one  year,  and  states  the  causes  of 
death  by  weeks  and  months,  up  to  one  year. 

Epidemic  (Infectious)  Diseases 

The  notifications  of  Epidemic  Disease  show  a considerable 
decrease  as  compared  with  those  in  1904 — 77  as  compared  with 
1 19.  This  drop  is  chiefly  due  to  the  absence  of  Enteric  Fever,  of 
which  there  was  an  outbreak  of  25  cases  in  a Home  in  1904,  but 
only  one  case  in  the  whole  district  in  1905  ; there  is,  however,  a 
slight  drop  also  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Erysipelas. 
With  the  exception  of  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  at  Priston,  there 
has  been  nothing  in  the  shape  of  an  epidemic  of  notifiable  disease. 

Cases  Notified. — Smallpox,  o ; Cholera,  o ; Diphtheria,  28  ; 
Membranous  Croup,  1 ; Erysipelas,  7 ; Scarlet  Fever,  40  ; Typhus 
Fever,  o ; Relapsing  Fever,  o;  Continued  Fever,  o;  Puerperal 
Fever,  o ; Plague,  o ; Total,  77. 

Smallpox. — No  case  notified. 

In  consequence  of  an  outbreak  of  Smallpox  at  some  railway 
works  in  the  County,  in  May,  the  Guardians  were  asked  to  institute 
the  medical  examination  of  tramps  as  in  former  years.  This  was 
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done,  and  continued  until  danger  from  this  source  was  over. 
Fortunately  no  case  came  to  us,  though  three  reached  the  Bristol 
Workhouse  and  were  thence  removed. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  drop  in  cases  of  this  disease  which 
commenced  in  1904  continued  during  1905,  when  40  cases  were 
notified,  as  compared  with  47  in  1904,  and  58  in  1903.  The  type 
of  disease  has  remained  mild,  not  one  death  having  occurred. 
The  distribution  of  the  disease  during  the  year  was  as  follows  : — 

During  the  first  quarter  9 cases  were  notified.  Of  these  3 
were  in  Brislington,  in  separate  families  ; 5 were  in  Keynsham,  2 
families  having  2 cases  each,  and  the  fifth  a single  case  ; and  one 
case  was  in  Whitchurch. 

During  the  second  quarter  there  were  13  cases.  In  Brislington 
there  were  5,  3 in  one  family,  and  the  other  two  single  cases  ; 5 
were  in  Keynsham,  two  families  having  2 cases  each,  and  the  fifth 
being  a single  case  ; 1 was  in  Whitchurch  ; and  2 in  one  family  at 
Compton  Dando.  The  5 cases  in  Keynsham  were  all  at  Stockwood, 
were  children  who  attended  Whitchurch  School,  and  arose  just  after 
the  Whitchurch  case  was  notified.  The  infection  therefore  probably 
came  from  the  Whitchurch  case. 

D uring  the  third  quarter  5 cases  were  notified,  3 being  in  one 
family  at  Corston,  1 was  at  Brislington,  and  1 at  Keynsham. 

During  the  fourth  quarter  13  cases  were  notified.  Of  these  10 
were  in  Keynsham  Town,  3 being  in  separate  families,  2 in  another 
family,  and  5 in  another  ; 2 isolated  cases  were  in  Brislington  ; and 
1 doubtful  case  at  Whitchurch. 

The  40  cases  are  thus  seen  to  have  been  distributed  among  26 
families,  to  have  been  scattered  over  the  district,  and  to  have  shown 
no  tendency  to  epidemic  spread,  save  in  the  second  quarter,  when 
a group  of  cases  at  Keynsham,  as  mentioned  above,  occurred  in 
connection  with  a case  at  Whitchurch.  Quite  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  owing  to  the  very  incomplete  isolation  of  certain  cases  at 
Keynsham  and  one  at  Brislington,  it  was  decided  to  open  the 
Hospital,  and  six  patients  were  admitted  on  December  23rd. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. — The  number  of  notifi- 
cations of  Diphtheria  (28)  though  less  than  in  1904  (32),  still 
remains  at  a high  level.  That  this  is  so  is  largely  due  to  an  out- 
break at  Priston,  which  will  be  alluded  to  in  detail  later  on. 

The  cases  have  been  distributed  as  follows  : — Brislington,  6 ; 
Keynsham,  6 ; Priston,  16.  No  death  has  occurred. 

Brislington . — The  cases  here  have  all  been  single  cases,  have 
been  spread  fairly  evenly  over  the  year,  and  no  direct  connection 
could  be  traced  from  any  one  to  another. 

Keynsham . — Here  also  the  cases  have  been  single,  spread  over 
the  year,  and  apparently  unconnected. 
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Priston. — This  village  is  near  the  border  of  your  district  and 
the  village  school  receives  scholars  not  only  from  the  village  but 
from  the  Bath  Rural  District  adjoining — a fact  the  importance  of 
which  will  shortly  be  apparent. 

On  23rd  March,  a case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  from  the 
village,  the  usual  precautions  were  taken,  and  no  further  case  was 
reported  till  31st  May.  Within  the  next  week  (up  to  7th  June) 
six  cases  were  notified,  but  two  of  these  were  children  living 
outside  your  district,  though  attending  Priston  School,  so  that  the 
cases  properly  belonging  to  you  were  four.  On  6th  June  I received 
notice  from  the  School  Managers  that  they  had  closed  the  school 
on  their  own  initiative  on  the  5th.  1 at  once  visited  the  village, 
and  upon  enquiry  it  appeared  that  some  time  in  February  a child,' 
living  at  Nailwell  (outside  your  district)  but  attending  your  school, 
was  absent  with  a sore  throat,  and  after  its  return  to  school 
another  child  (also  living  outside  your  district)  was  absent  in  March 
suffering  from  sore  throat.  Next  came  the  first  case  notified  to 
me  from  Priston,  that  of  23rd  March.  There  can,  I think,  be  no 
doubt  that  the  disease  was  introduced  to  Priston  by  these  children 
from  outside.  In  the  interval  between  23rd  March  and  31st  May 
there  were  probably  slight  sore  throats  or  cases  of  nasal  diphtheria 
not  sufficiently  severe  to  necessitate  absence  from  school,  but 
which  carried  on  the  infection  ; or  very  likely,  the  assistant  teacher, 
who  had  a bad  and  dirty-looking  throat  about  10th  May,  and  who 
had  been  absent  for  that  reason  since  12th  Mav,  contracted  the 
disease  at  Nailwell  (outside  your  district)  and  re-introduced  it  to 
the  school,  giving  rise  to  the  crop  of  cases  between  31st  May 
and  7th  June. 

In  order  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible  the  risk  of  a fresh  outbreak 
when  the  school  should  be  re-opened,  I advised  the  school 
authority  to  refuse  re-admission  to  any  child  or  teacher  known  to 
have  suffered,  or  to  have  been  absent  from  illness  of  an  indefinite 
nature,  until  a certificate  of  bacteriological  freedom  from  diphtheria 
bacilli  for  both  throat  and  nose  was  produced  ; also  not  to  admit  the 
brothers  or  sisters  of  any  child  or  teacher  who  has  been,  or  may  be, 
notified,  or  who  is  found  to  have  suffered  but  has  not  been  notified’ 
without  a similar  certificate.  This,  the  School  Managers  consented 
to  do,  and,  to  put  them  into  a position  to  carry  out  this  advice, 
your  Council  made  an  arrangement  with  a local  medical  man  to 
take  the  necessary  cultures  free  of  charge  from  those  children  who 
had  been  absent  from  illness  since  1st  March,  and  from  their 
contacts  , also  to  take  cultures  from  children  or  persons  in  the 
district  who  might  suffer  from  sore  throat  or  discharge  from  the 
nose,  as  to  the  nature  of  which  any  person  wished  to  be  assured. 
Twenty  children  and  their  contacts  in  your  district  were  accordingly 
examined,  including  the  four  already  notified.  Of  the  remaining 
16,  11  were  found  to  be  carrying  the  bacilli  in  throat  or  nose^ 
although  apparently  in  good  health.  One  of  these  was  the  child 
who  was  notified  on  23rd  March,  who  was  supposed  well  and  had 
returned  to  school,  but  who  showed  free  growth  of  diphtheria 
bacilli  in  both  nose  and  throat ; three  other  children  in  this  family 
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were  also  found  to  be  thus  infectious.  In  the  case  of  only  five 
contacts  were  no  bacilli  found.  This  result  shows  the  absolute 
necessity  of  the  examination  of  contacts  to  ascertain  who  are 
infectious  if  real  control  over  the  disease  is  to  be  exercised.  The 
school  was  thoroughly  disinfected  and  re-opened  on  7th  August. 
The  infected  contacts  were  kept  under  supervision  and  treatment, 
gradually  became  free  and  returned  to  school,  only  two  not  having 
been  cleared  at  the  end  of  the  year.  No  case,  except  among 
contacts,  was  notified  from  7th  June  till  26th  August,  when  a sister 
of  some  infected  children  returned  home  from  service  and  suffered 
from  sore  throat ; bacteriological  examination,  however,  failed  to 
show  diphtheria,  and  no  further  case  has  been  heard  of  in  the 
village  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  This  completes  the  history  of 
the  outbreak  so  far  as  cases  in  your  district  is  concerned.  In 
order,  however,  that  no  risk  might  be  run  I communicated  with 
the  Bath  Rural  District  Council  and  obtained  their  consent  late  in 
June  to  the  examination  of  those  children  attending  Priston 
School  and  their  contacts  who  lived  in  that  district.  These  were 
16  in  number,  and  nine  of  them  were  found  to  be  infected  though 
apparently  well,  three  others  were  at  once  declared  free,  as  were 
five  of  the  infected  at  a later  date,  but  the  other  eight  infected 
have  not,  as  far  as  I know,  yet  ceased  to  be  infectious,  for  in 
October  the  Bath  Rural  Council  wrote  requesting  that  no  more 
cultures  should  be  taken  from  their  children,  as  their  Medical 
Officer  intended  to  try  to  obtain  more  efficient  treatment  for  them 
than  they  had  been  receiving.  Since  then  I have  heard  nothing, 
and  it  only  remains  to  me  to  see  that  they  do  not  return  to  Priston 
School  till  they  have  been  proved  free. 

The  results  of  this  examination  of  contacts  are  worthy  of  note 
on  account  of  the  very  large  number  of  positive  results  obtained. 
Out  of  the  36  contacts  in  both  districts  no  less  than  20,  or  more 
than  half,  were  found  to  be  carrying  bacilli  indistinguishable  from 
virulent  diphtheria  bacilli. 

The  result  of  the  action  taken  is  also  worthy  of  note  because 
no  case  arose  after  action  was  taken. 

Results  of  Bacteriological  Examination  of 
notified  cases.  Twenty-six  out  of  the  28  cases  notified  were 
examined  by  me,  one  at  the  Bristol  General  Hospital,  and  in  one 
case  no  swabs  could  be  obtained  for  examination.  The  results 
were  : — 

Diphtheria  found  in  throat  only

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The  case  examined  at  the  Bristol  General  Hospital  also 
showed  diphtheria  bacilli,  so  that  out  of  27  cases  examined  a 
positive  result  was  obtained  in  26. 

The  great  frequency  with  which  the  nose  is  affected  in  this 
disease,  often  without  obvious  symptoms,  is  again  well  shown  by 
the  above  results,  for  while  bacilli  were  found  in  13  throats  they 
were  present  in  18  noses. 

One  case  of  Membranous  croup  was  notified  and  removed  to 
a Bristol  Hospital  for  operation. 

Typhus  Fever. — No  case. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever.  — Only  one  case  of  this  disease 
was  notified,  that  of  a child  who  was  admitted  to  the  Bristol  Royal 
Infirmary  with  indefinite  illness  and  subsequently  reported  from 
there  as  giving  a positive  reaction  with  Widal’s  test  and  being- 
enteric  fever.  No  definite  cause  for  this  case  could  be  discovered.^ 

Continued  Fever. — No  case  notified. 

Puerperal  Fever. — No  case  notified. 

Erysipelas. — Seven  cases,  as  compared  with  14  in  1904,  were 
notified.  No  special  interest  or  importance  attached  to  any  of 
these  cases. 

Measles.— -On  20th  June  I received  a letter  from  the  vicar  of 
Keynsham  stating  that  on  the  school  re-opening,  on  19th  June,  a 
large  number  of  children  were  absent  on  account  of  Measles,  either 
as  patients  or  as  living  in  infected  houses.  The  numbers  on  after- 
noon of  19th  were  : —

and  on  the  following  day  the  numbers  had  still  further  fallen  to 
Infants  present,  79  ; Boys  and  girls  present,  301. 

On  the  20th  I wrote  to  the  Managers  advising  that  the  school 
should  not  be  closed,  but  that  enquiry  should  be  made  as  to  which 
of  the  infants  had  not  had  the  disease,  and  that  these  only  should 
be  excluded  for  a month.  As  a consequence  48  were  thus  excluded 
from  21st  June,  and  several  of  these  infants  had  the  disease  while 
at  home.  Of  the  infants  supposed  to  have  had  Measles  and  still 
allowed  to  attend  school  only  4 or  3 suffered.  I he  course  pursued 
with  regard  to  the  mixed  school  was  to  exclude  those  children  who 
had  not  previously  suffered,  and  to  allow  the  others,  including  child- 
ren from  infected  houses  who  had  suffered  in  previous  years,  to 
continue  attendance.  I he  result  of  this  action  is  shown  partly  by 
the  small  number  of  children  continuing  to  attend  school  who 
afterwards  had  Measles,  and  partly  by  a letter,  dated  10th  July, 
(in  answer  to  a letter  of  enquiry  from  me  as  to  what  had  been  the 


result  of  this  action),  in  which  the  vicar  states  “ the  disease  appears 
to  have  run  its  course,  and  some  of  the  children  who  have  had  it 
have  returned  to  school.  The  schoolmaster  is  not  able  to  tell  me  of 
any  case  known  to  him  in  the  mixed  department  of  a child  being-  kept 
home  from  school  on  account  of  suffering  from  Measles  since 
June  21.  It  has  without  doubt  been  an  advantage  educationally  to 
keep  the  school  open  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  who  have  had 
the  complaint  before.  The  number  attending  in  the  Infant  depart- 
ment has  not  fallen  below  68,  and  it  is  daily  increasing  as  the 
children  are  recovering,  until  it  is  now  91.”  It  is  thus  seen  that  in 
about  three  weeks  the  outbreak  was  over — a much  shorter  time 
than  was  the  case  in  previous  outbreaks  ; and  the  interference  with 
education  was  reduced  to  a minimum.  This  method  has  been 
adopted  with  success  in  Brighton,  and  my  experience  of  its  work- 
ing in  this  outbreak  is  so  favourable  that  I shall  adopt  it  in  future 
if  information  as  to  the  occurrence  of  the  disease  reaches  me  near 
the  outset  : later  on,  when  well  set  in  a school,  I do  not  think  any 
measures  likely  to  be  of  much  benefit. 

I further  suggested  that  either  the  school  register,  or  a special 
list  of  the  children,  should,  after  enquiry,  be  marked  so  as  to  show 
those  who  previously,  or  in  this  outbreak,  had  measles,  so  that  in 
any  future  outbreak  it  will  be  a comparatively  simple  matter  to  find 
out  those  who  have  not  and  to  exclude  them.  This  list  is  to  be 
kept  up-to-date  from  year  to  year.  The  School  Managers  agreed 
that  this  should  be  done. 

There  were  unfortunately  two  deaths,  both  under  5 years  of 
age,  from  this  disease  in  the  Keynsham  outbreak. 

With  the  above  exception  I do  not  know  of  any  special  preva- 
lence of  Measles  in  1905. 

Whooping  Cough.  — Beyond  the  fact  that  3 deaths,  all  under 
5 years  of  age,  were  attributed  to  this  cause  I have  no  knowledge 
of  prevalence  of  this  disease.  It  will,  however,  probably  be  more 
in  evidence  in  1906. 

In  all  notified  cases  the  usual  precautions  were  taken.  In- 
quiries were  made  at  the  infected  houses,  and  printed  instructions 
stating  the  precautions  necessary  to  avoid  spread  of  infection,  as 
well  as  notices  requiring  disinfection,  were  sent  to  the  occupiers. 
Notices  were  also  sent  to  schools  requiring  the  exclusion  of  children 
from  infected  houses.  The  absence,  bacteriologically,  of  the 
Diphtheria  bacillus  was  ascertained  before  cases  were  considered 
free  from  infection.  In  all  cases,  except  those  of  Erysipelas, 
thorough  disinfection  was  carried  out  by  your  Inspector  upon  ter- 
mination of  the  illness. 

Influenza. — No  death  was  returned  under  this  head,  and  I 
have  no  knowledge  of  any  special  prevalence. 

Diarrhcea. — Caused  2 deaths,  as  compared  with  6 in  1904,  o 
in  1903,  1 in  1902,  and  3 in  1901.  These  deaths  were  both  of  child- 
ren under  1 year  of  ag-e. 


Isolation  Hospital  . — For  nearly  the  whole  year  the 
Hospital  was  empty,  but  on  23rd  December,  owing  to  defective 
isolation  of  certain  cases,  it  was  opened  for  Scarlet  Fever — 6 
children  were  admitted  and  were  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  question  of  the  provision  of  a proper  permanent  Hospital 
in  place  of  the  present  temporary  and  insufficient  building  has  been 
in  abeyance  during  the  past  year.  With  regard  to  Hospital  accom- 
modation, I can  only  repeat  what  has  been  said  in  previous  reports, 
that,  in  my  opinion,  a properly-arranged  permanent  Hospital,  with 
accommodation  for  three  diseases,  administration  block,  laundry, 
and  disinfecting  block,  should  be  provided  ; and  a sufficient  staff 
permanently  employed  to  enable  use  to  be  made  of  the  building  at 
any  moment.  I have  had,  on  several  occasions,  this  past  year,  to 
refuse  removal  urgently  requested  by  the  Medical  Attendant,  partly 
on  account  of  the  expense  of  opening  the  present  Hospital,  and 
partly  because  it  is  impossible  to  use  the  building  for  more  than  one 
disease  at  a time.  The  difficulty  of  finding  a site  is  largely  depend- 
ent upon  the  mistaken  idea  that  there  is  great  danger  of  the  spread 
of  disease  from  a Hospital.  Where  the  Hospital  is  properly 
administered,  this  danger  is  practically  non-existent,  as  has  been 
amply  proved  by  experience  ; the  only  disease  which  might  extend 
from  the  building  to  the  neighbourhood  would  be  Smallpox ; 
though  even  this  is  doubtful  when  proper  precautions  are  taken. 


Steam  Disinfector. — This  machine  has  again  proved 
invaluable  : 857  articles  have  been  dealt  with.  This  is  a falli  ng  off 
from  the  3,167  in  1904,  but  there  have  been  about  a third  less  cases 
in  which  disinfection  was  required,  and  articles  capable  of  being 
so  dealt  with  are  boiled  in  the  domestic  copper. 

Ambulance. — The  new  ambulance  has  only  been  used  for 
the  6 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  but  was  then  found  very  convenient. 

Disinfecting*  Van. — Has  been  frequently  used  and  has 
answered  all  requirements  well. 


Bacteriological  Examinations.— The  total  number 
of  specimens  examined  in  1905  was  200,  compared  with  302  in 
1904  (outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  Fever),  and  88  in  1903. 
Of  these  195  were  examinations  for  Diphtheria  and  5 of  blood  for 
Enteric  Fever. 

Of  the  examinations  for  Diphtheria  56  were  first  examinations, 
the  results  of  which  are  as  follow  : —

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The  above  results  again  show  the  great  frequency  with  which 
the  nose  is  also  or  alone  affected  in  this  disease  : the  number  of 
times  this  year  that  the  nose  was  found  affected  was  just  about 
double  those  in  which  the  throat  suffered. 

The  5 specimens  of  blood  examined  for  Enteric  Fever  by 
Widal’s  test  all  gave  negative  results. 

General 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act.— A row  of  19  dwell- 
ings at  Keynsham  were  inspected  and  Nos.  3 to  18,  inclusive,  were 
reported  unfit  for  habitation  on  account  of  bad  construction  and 
dilapidation  of  walls,  defective  rain  shuting  and  roofing,  general 
dampness,  and  faulty  position  and  construction  of  privies  and  drains. 

A dwelling  in  Back  Lane,  Keynsham,  was  also  reported  under 
the  Act  for  general  bad  repair  and  dampness.  It  is  capable  of  being 
rendered  fit  for  habitation,  but  at  considerable  expense. 

Two  houses  in  The  Labbot,  Keynsham,  were  likewise  reported 
under  the  Act  for  general  bad  repair,  dampness  and  absence  of 
through  ventilation. 

Action  in  the  above  cases  is  pending. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order. — The  number 
of  farms,  dairies,  &c.,  visited  during  the  year  is  70.  The  conditions 
remain  much  as  in  1903.  Whitewashing  has  been  carried  out  at 
the  proper  times,  and  small  amendments  are  made  from  time  to 
time. 

Slaughter  Houses. — Number  inspected,  12  ; lime-washing 
periodically  performed.  These  premises  are  kept  cleaner  than  a 
few  years  ago. 

Bakehouses. — Number  inspected,  11  ; condition  fair.  No 
underground  bakehouse  in  the  district. 

Bye-Laws  and  Urban  Powers. — No  fresh  powers  obtained 
this  year.  Present  Bye-Laws  work  satisfactorily  and  are  enforced. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act.— This  Act  has,  at 

present,  only  a slight  application  to  the  district.  I understand  no 
factory  employs  40  hands,  therefore  no  means  of  fire  escape  can 
be  enforced.  No  notices  have  been  served  and  no  complaints  have 
been  received  from  the  Factory  Inspector.  Only  two  lists  of  out- 
workers with  only  one  and  the  same  name  on  each  have  been 
received  from  neighbouring  authorities.  There  are  no  under- 
ground bakehouses.  I have  considered  the  Table  forwarded  by 
the  Home  Office  for  report  under  this  Act.  It  would  be  waste  of 
space  to  print  it  in  extenso  with  the  small  amount  of  information, 
given  above,  scattered  over  it. 


Surveyor’s  Report. — From  the  Report  of  your  Surveyor 
(page  16),  it  will  be  seen  that  89  plans  for  new  buildings  in  the 
parishes  of  Keynsham  and  Brislington  were  submitted  in  190:9 
which  is  less  than  the  number  submitted  in  1904.  Of  these  89 
plans,  73  were  approved,  and  16,  or  nearly  one-fifth,  were  dis- 
approved. 54  new  buildings  were  commenced,  and  45  finished  in 
1905.  The  number  of  W.C.’s  in  connection  with  the  new  buildings, 
56,  is  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  Contraventions  of  the  Bye-Laws  requiring 
services  of  written  notices,  viz.,  24,  shows  a great  decrease  from 
the  number  (153)  in  1904. 

Cheap  Dwellings. — There  has  recently  been  much  outcry  as 
to  the  impossibility  of  building  reasonably  cheap  dwellings  under 
the  model  building  bye-laws,  and  as  to  the  necessity  for  their 
modification.  It  is  therefore  interesting  to  record  that  houses 
have  been  this  year  built  at  Brislington  in  conformity  with  those 
bye-laws,  containing  2 sitting-rooms,  kitchen,  scullery,  coalhouse, 
W.C.,  conservatory,  3 bedrooms,  and  a room  which  can  be  fitted 
as  bath-room,  or  used  as  extra  bedroom.  These  are  well-arranged 
and  roomy  houses,  and  can  be  sold  well  under  the  much  sought 
after  sum  of  ^150. 

During  the  year  the  usual  Quarterly  as  well  as  other  Reports 
as  to  special  matters,  water  analyses,  &c. , have  been  made,  and 
my  advice  has  frequently  been  sought  as  to  matters  coming  under 
the  notice  of  your  Council. 

The  past  year  has  not  seen  any  specially  remarkable  advance 
in  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district,  but  work  upon  lines 
already  laid  down  is  being  gradually  and  consistently  carried  out, 
with  the  result  that  the  conditions  throughout  the  district  are 
steadily  improving. 

The  matter  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  the  one  most  requiring 
early  decision  is  the  question  of  isolation  for  infectious  cases.  I 
trust  a solution  of  the  difficulty  may  be  found  in  1906. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  fellow  officers,  and  to  the 
medical  men  of  the  district,  for  the  help  given  me  during  the  past 
twelvemonth.
